Authorizing certain persons to be placed on the list of Revolutionary
Pensioners.

[SECOND BILL OF THIS TITLE.]

i Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives
2 of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That
8 the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby directed to place
4 the following persons on the pension list of Revolutionary
5 pensioners of the United States, who shall be entitled to, and
6 shall receive pensions, according to the rates, and commencing
7 at the times, hereinafter mentioned, to wit:
8 Andrew Herriek, at the rate of eight dollars per month,
3 to commence on the eighteenth day of January, one thousand

11 James Noland, at the rate of eight dollars per month, to
12 ecommence on the eighth day of January, one thousand eight
13 hundred and twenty-seven.

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Samuel Sykes, at the rate of eight dollars per month, to
commence on the eighth day of January, one Vthousand eight
hundred and twenty-seven.
El Sugart, at the rate of eight dollars per month, to

commence on the eighth day of January, one thousand eight

“hundred and twenty-seven.

John Logan, at the rate of eight dollars per month, to
commence on the second day of January, one thousand eight
hundred and twenty-seven.

Elijah Johnson, at the rate of eight dollars per month, to
commence on the second day of January, one thousand eight

- Seth Higley, at the rate of eight dollars per month, to
commence on the twenty-fifth day of January, anno domini
one thousand eight hundred and twenty-seven.

John McClain, atthe rate of eight dollars per month, to
commence on the twenty-eighth day of December, anno do-
mini one thousand eight hundred and twenty-six.

Francis Newton, at the rate of eight dollars per mouth,
to commence on the twenty-ninth day of January, one thou-
sand eight hundred and twenty-seven.

Colonel John Crawford, at the rate of twenty dollars per
month, to commence the twenty-ninth day of Junuary, in the

year one thousand eight hundred and twenty-seven.
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Robert Peirce, at the rate of eight dollars per month,
to cemmence on the twenty-ninth day of January, one thou-
sand eight hundred and twenty-seven.

Samuel Fox, at the rate of eight dollars per month, to
commence on the fifth day of February, one thousand eight
hundred and twenty-seven:

To be paid in the same manner, as Revolutionary pen-

sioners, who have been placed upon the pension list, are now

paid, and under such restrictions as now are, or hereaiter

may be, prescribed by law.
